In 
hcso catacombs were represented wreaths 
if roses, winged fairies, and children plny- 
ng. Gladness and mmi'licity were tho cbar- 
ctcristics to be met with.

rcrc copied, and taken from heathen aub- 
eciH, such as Orpheus, Psyche, Cacchus, etc. 
Luother characteristic wan tho beginning 
ud almost tho end of early Christian art, 
he figures that were painted being much 
aorc beautiful than those which woro found 
u tho same Christian catacombs two or three 
nindred years later.

There hath been especial care in 


the choice ot them, for there hath not one 
of them boon received but upon good com- 
mendations. In casothoycaimotbopresently 
married wo desiro that they may bo put 
with several householders that have wivca un- 
til they can bo provided with husbands." Bui 
tlto writer of this epistlo had littlo refison 
to fear that any of tho "maidens faire" 
would bo left over. 
The archives contain 


evidence to prove that theso first cargoes of 
young ladies were put up at auction and 
sold for IL'O pounds of tobacco each, eud it 
was ordered that this debt should have pre- 
cedence of all others. The solitary "cue 
widow" wont along with tho others, for they 
eould uot bo particular in thoso days. The 
good minister of tho colony no doubt had a 
busy time that day.

any fees, nor did tho bridegrooms think of 
tendering any. All was joy and gladness;

future, uo acquisitive clerk to stand and 
say: 
Here's tho license, fork over that §1.
